Saw Duriiit; u Two Weeks' Stay on the 
Isltimi, ami Ho Does Not Clnlm to 
Have Seen It All by Any Mean*—Vivid 
Picture 1'rvseuteil to the I'uljllc. 


[Washington, Jau- 12.—After spend- 


ing two weeks in investigating prevail- 
ing conditions in Cuba, Hon. Charles 
W. Russell, assistant United States at- 
torney in the department o! justice;, 
has returned. He said: 


"I am very glad to be interviewed on. 


the subject of Cuba, because I feel it a 
solemn duty to humanity to eudeavor 
to make the American people realize 
the terrible distress which exists,there. 


"Much has been, written on. the sub- 


ject, but, judging others by myself, I 
feel quite sure that because we do ucte 
commit, and have not in our history 
conrmiitted, such atrocities as Spailn is 
committing on that Island, the Ameri- 
can reading public regard the reports 
as biased by the preconceived opinions 
of newspapers or greatly exaggerated. 


"I spent just two weeks in Cu'ba, vis- 


iting Havana, went south to Jaruco, 
southeast to Guin'es, northeast to Ma- 
tanzas, eastwardly about 
200 mi'les 


tin rough the middle of the country to 
San Domingo, Santa Clara and Sagua 
la Grande. I visited Marianao, a short 
distance west of Havana, and saw along 
the railroad 30 or 40 towns or stations- 


"In Havana I visited the Fossos, the 


hospital prison Aldecon, where I talked 
with the father of Evangelina Cossio -y 
Cisneros, and a place called the Jaco- 
ba. I found reconcentrados at all <Chree 
places, and begging everywhere about 
the streets of Havana. The spectacle 
at the Fossas and Jacoba houses of 
women and children emaciated to skel- 
etons ami suffering from diseases pro- 
duced by starvation was sickening. 


"In Sagua I saw some sick and ema- 


ciated Httle girls in a children's hospi- 
tal started three days before by chari- 
table Cubans, and saw a crowd of mis- 
erable looking reconcentra'dos with tia 
buckets and other receptacles getting 
a small allowance of food doled out to 
them in a yard. 


"In the same city, in an old sugar 


warehouse, I saw stationed around the 
inside walls the remnants of 20 or 38 
Cuban families. In one case the rem- 
nant consisted of two little children, of 
7 or 8. In another case, where I talk- 
ed to the people In broken Spanish, 
there were four individuals, a mother, 
a girl of 14, ami two quite small girls.

from malarial fever. The next had Che 
signs on her hands, with which I had 
become faimiliar, of 
having had the 


bori beri. These four were all that the 
order of concentration had left alive of 
eleven.

It I» Believed a Bill Will Be Introduced 


to Kepeal tho taw—^Democrats Would 
Favor This, T)ut Would Not Vote to 
Modify tlie Exlstlnu Law Under Any 
Circumstances, 
(Washington, Jan. 12.—The civil serv- 


ice debate which opened with a row 
has ended very tamely. 


There was not even a vote an the 


•pproprfation in the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill for 
tho commission upon which 'the debaite 
•was predicated. 


The Republicans who are seeking to 


modify or repeal the law decided to let 
the debate come to a close, but it re- 
quired the casting vote of the speaker 
to accomplish this. 


There are conflicting statements as 


to the situation in wliidli the liuture 
conduct of the war against the civil 
service law is left. 


All the Republican opponents ot.the 


law agree that tihe fight is to be kept 
up, and it is positively stated by Mr. 
Rearson (Rep., N. C.) fcliat assurances 
have been, received from those in au- 
thority in the house that an opportu- 
nity will be given in the future for tie 
consideration of a hill to modify the 
law. But from other sources the state- 
ment can no* toe confirmed. 


The debate was quite dull until the 


closing hour, when Mr. Simpson, tho 
Kansas Populist, enlivened it with 
some references to the Ohio senatorial 
election. 


Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader,

WARTIME RECOLLECTIONS. 


TUe Old Soldier Tells of His Going Away 


and of IIis Home Coming;. 


"My last recollection of the camp in 


which wo were mustered iu," said the 
old soldier, "was of my mother. We 
had been in camp for days, for weeks, 
in facfc, filling up the regiment and 
drilling and getting equipped, and get- 
ting ready generally. Finally we were 
mustered in, and the nest day after that 
we started. 


"It was nightfall when we fell in for 


the last time iu the company streets of 
our first camp and marched out and 
formed on the color line. There was a 
great crowd there, relatives and frieuds 
and sightseers corno to see tho regiment 
off. 
In front of my own company I 


.could see my father and mother, come 
to see the last of their boy before he 
went to war. I was the apple of my 
mother's eye. I knew that, aud I had 
expected to see her break down com- 
pletely when the regiment marched 
away, but sho stood as firm as'a rock. 


"When the regiment came home, we 


marched up through the same street 
that we had marched down years before 
—night again, it was, too—with a band 
of mnsio, .with fireworks flying every- 
where, and with crowds on the side- 
walk cheering, to tho town hall, where 
there was a banquet, with a speech from 
the mayor, and 
: so on. When this was 


nearly over, my father and my brother, 
who had come to meet me, went home 
to tell my mother I was coming. 


"Home was half a mile or more 


away. 
A bunch of us, men of the regi- 


ment, started from the hall together. 
They fell off one after another, until 
finally I went on alone along the fa- 
miliar street. It was bright moonlight. 
Par ahead, at the corner of the street 
down which I must turn for home, I 
saw her. She was waiting. 


'' When I had come to her, she lifted 


tip her hands and pronounced my name, 
that was all, aud then her arms were 
abont my neck, and my old blue over- 
coat was wet with her falling tears.
